Toxic discharges from mines in the Upper Animas Mining District cause water concentrations of pollutants 
to exceed standards in the upper Animas River. 

Some mine remediation has occurred in the last two decades; however, the mine effluents continue to 
seriously impact aquatic life. 

CDPHE is, of course, the responsible State agency. We would appreciate learning about CDPHE plans 
to remedy the Animas River contamination, and learning how we might assist.
